It ia tbat Great Britain 
dealrea. very eameatty Indeed, that 
other natlona aball atcp forward and 
aaaumt a abare of the burden which 
abe baa to long borne alone. 

Thla baa been apcclally noticeable, 
within the laat few weoka, In the caae 
of Armrnla. whtrf the Britlah Qovrrp- 
mrnt haa abaoluteiy declined to accept 
any longer tbe taak of policing the 
country, and, after repeated notice 
to the other allied and aaaodalad go- 
vemmenta. ia novr encaged In with- 
drawiiig her troopa.

nibtoms tariff: and lo do everything 
poHSible to help the Persian Govern 
Mt'nt la the very necessary woi'k of 
forming an adequate police force for 
the country. Then In order to carry 
I he^e various reforma. Great Britain 
'underlakcH to make a loan to Persia 
of £2,000,000. 

In these provtslona there U cer 
talnly no auggesUon of anything In 
tbe~nature of ^protectorate. It la 
not, therefore, aurprlaing to find L«rd 
Curzon, at a dinner givea recently In 
i,ondon lo tbe Persian Foreign .Mini- 
ster, vlg6rou«ly and almost humor 
ously scouting the idea. He would 
have oppoaed any such proposal, I^rd 
Curxon declared, as contrary^ to . Brl 
tish engagementa and liilmical to her 
IntcrealJ, for Great Britain would have 
quite enough to do in the East with 
out such a protectorau. Oreat BrI 
tain only wished to give Peraia expert 
assistance .ami financial help "to 
carve, out her own fortunée aa â liv- 
ing. IndepeAdent country."

he aaid are chiefly needed to study 
problems and fundanîental questions, 
for on the other hand there were will- 
ing wprfcera and aoclal benefactors 
who are doing excellenti!i|vork,,but In 
the most part in almoal.coiqpieto ig- 
norance of. these fundan)ontal princi- 
ples of social work. Tbe "scien- 
tists" of the profession will then In. a 
largo measure alleviate the . «ry^n|;' 
need of clearer insight into the causeo 
and states of social conditions, and so 
uphold a Blatc of trutbtulttesa to con- 
ditions aa they exist. " 

Profeiior Dale then traced briefly 
the attitude of gov^nmeiiWto 'aociai 
reform, abowing that state regulation 
waa thf .(|rii^^i|e|i4o social be.tlcrroent. 
The secbndVfiiBliaid, waa' made throiigb 

5hilant|ir,oplsts such aa the good cm- 
loyer, and (bat the final atage waa 
Ihroiigh the arousal 'of a commiinity 
con^cieaçe. Thla laat, malnulncd, 
could only be arouaed .by teiling thc^ 
facts, by letting the community know 
the truth. Concluding His remarks, 
he impressed on his audience again tbo 
need of practical acientlfic ^tfalningl 
maintaining that although the work 
waa of necessity one of love, that tbn 
best of gntralned but big hearted 
people could do little when the need 
for practical action arrived. The now 
department, he said, would help sup- 
ply the need for training.

Partial students 
are mo.3tly profeaaionar Social work- 
era who cannot affdrti lo give lauvh 
time to the work of ihf Depaitment, 
and Theological students whose work 
with the Drpartment will count' to- 
warda their Thcol(>gicai degreea. 

Two Arte graduatea, one from .Mc- 
Glli and one from iuionia ai: In the 
certificate claaa, which also haa alu- 
denta lately returned from overseas 
work with the Red Cross. , Nearly all 
the certlilcate atùdénta expect to enter 
the field ot profesalonal social work in 
Montreal, and Judging by the number 
of opportunltiea In aoclal work which 
were open In 1918-lU there should be 
no difficulty In placing all who pasa 
aatlafactorlly.

There has brcn no atirmpt, for 
instance, to make the tcr^'Kory, wlilch 
spreads Uaelt over eonM 90.000 aqpare 
miles, a '^wltMo man?^ country/'-^ In-, 
deed the federal gov«mment aeema 
rnrly to have- redoffiklead -the raot-4ihat 
the wl(tte^mftn .woifld' not be attrooted 
to Lhe ^^Itory, in tfie eenee'of dMirtng 
to maite'hia h^mo ïh^, and Uuât'tité 
government aKoul ^ took to the naitive

The native, tihereforé, ha« been en- 
couraged' to ileam on manner- of aria 
a.nd crafts, and, at Vhe prosent ttmo, 
nocordlng to Judge Monday, nearly all 
the oil laiinohea in tjhe lerrltory are 
being run by natives, whilel many of 
the eaJHos eblpa «re .worked by them. 
They have, nrioreover, already learned 
lo build houseo a4id bp^ta, Md,.iytillat 
education^ la., ^tUI ywif rudlj^eniarVi 
papiiana are begrlnnlog to ri.nd. en^loy- 
ment in government offloea, . Then, 
followTng out a welUestabliahed rule, 
the authorltlBH ore, flrct of nil. seeking, 
In every way, to develop tuoh Indus- 
tries OS Indigenous to the country*,' 
an<l H to for this reason that they aire 
devoting muéji aiUené;on <t»' the rais- 
ing of doconuta. The,if«sults have been 
moat obtlafactory, an^ Judge Murray 
reporta that.o.ver :S0,900 irrowlng oo- 
donuts have been plantbd during the 
psttl two ytMFS. and about SOO.OOO dur- 
tog the loM five yeavs. 

Of the developments due entirely to 
"whUe exploitation," perhaps the most 
Important la that of «he Papuan oil' 
ftelds. DIacuaaing 4his question, eome' 
lime ago, Ia tKjndon, Mr. Arthur Wade, 
tihe government director, 'roaiRtia.ined 
(hat the flelds were very rich In oil, a,nd. 
dcaorlbed ' iho oomm<jrcl<U, outlook ,aa 
most promlalng. It ia JuBj.j.here, ot 
course, that the government will need 
to exerdae particular alettneos so as to 
i>rev«nt i^tiything in ihe.noAure of tljo- 
exploitation of the iMUve. In a new 
country where the wItiUi populatloa la 
a mere iMuidful, and iThe native popu- 
hition very large and very Ignorant, 
experience has ahown thait H is eaoon-' 
tlal to «afeguairà the native ag^d'st 
euch praoUcea. On this point, aa on 
mnny others, however, the fedorol au- 
thorities aeem to be fully awake, for 
not .only dçta .thp general policy pur- 
sued put, the Mtfeguofdlng of native 
int«re«ta in a very foremost place, of 
oonccrn, but the nuuhorltlea are «4>- 
PftTcnily determined that the native 
ahall be in a potMon W^. look after his 
own interests at the earlleat poeelble 
mothent. , ^e question of education Is 
being aeriously grappled with, and- Il 
la hopc^ that, l>eforc lonR, the govern- 
ment will be able to make provieion 
for nailve education, both primary and 
teohnlcal.-
